TOTAL CF U. S. WOOL OUTPUT.

Production in 1914 Reported to Have
Been 290,192.000 Pounds.

Wool production of the United States
in 1914 totaled 290,192,000 pounds, ac-
cording to estimates today by the bu-
reau of erop estimites of the Depart-
ment of Agriculture. This is about
6,000,000 pounds less than that of 1913,
as estimated by the National Associa-
tion of Wool Manufacturers.

The estimate of wool production is
the first ever mude by the Department
of Agriculture. The estimated produc-
tion for 1914, as compared with 1813
is given by states for the entire coun-
try.

Montana ranked first in production
of raw wool in 19814, with an output of
30,177,000 pounds; Wyoming was second
with 28,476,000 pounds, and New Mex-
ico third, with 19,077,000 pounds.

Will Present Special Rule.

Chairman Henry of the rules com-

Fer-
guson until January 25, the Jguestion
must be settled before he leaves or re-
main until late in the month.

“T will vote for the rule, as will nearly
every other man in the House,” said Mr.

1 do not kuow of any op-
position to the rule in the House at all”

The resolution of woman suffrage i
by Representaiive JMomlell of Wyoming,
and is the first regolution printed for this
Congress,

Mondell Resolution.

The resolution reads as follows:

“Resolved by the Senate and House of
Representatives of the United States of
America in Congress assembled (two-
thirds of esach House concurring therein),
That the following article be proposed
to the legislatures of the several states
48 an amendment to the Constitution of |
the United States, which, when ratified
by three-fourths of said legislatures, shall
be wvalld as part of said Constitution,

namely :

' *Article-—Hection 1. The right of
citizens of the ited States to vote shall
not be denied or abridged by the United
States or by any state on account of sex.

**Section Z. Congress shall have power
hy appropriute legislation, to enforce the
provisions of this article.” "

Protest From Anti-Suffragists.

A protest against the Mondell reso-
lution was received today by the rules
committee from Mrs. John H. Buck,
Hartford, Conn., chairman of the state
legislative commitiee of the anti-suf-
fragists.

“We protest azainst the passage of a
federal Constitution amendment for
woman's sullrage,” the protest reads.
“It is in the power of every state which
wants woman's suffrage to have it and
recently within a few months the fol-
lowing states have defeated the meas-
ure: Arkansas, Connecticut, Delaware,
Florida, Maine, New .ersey, Michigan,
Minnesota, Mississippi, Missouri, Ne-
braska, New Hampshire, North and
South Dakota, Ohio, South Carolina,
West Virginia and Wisconsin,

“In Connecticut 2 suffrage hill has
been defeated for forty-four consecu-
tive vears. Less than 4 per cent of the
Connecticut women are asking for the
franchise and during the past three
years 15,000 representative women, all
of voting age, from zll parts of the
state, opposed woman's suffrage.”
